Whose job is it anyway? 

 Project Officers (POs):  Responsibility and accountability for data 

quality are with the Regions. POs are responsible for ensuring that the data 
meets our data quality standards. 

• For AWP grants, it is especially important that POs work closely with their grantee and 
provide assistance/oversight to the ACRES data, so that property records and leveraging 
are properly associated, with no double counting of properties or funds  

 Headquarters:  Responsible for overall data quality and system 

maintenance, enhancements, and improvements. 
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 Why is my role so important for ACRES? 

 

 Accurate & complete data is very important. Presently, very 
little data are captured in ACRES for AWP projects 

 Senior management needs to relies on the data to help 
establish and measure success of the AWP program; additional 
requests from OMB to provide results info 

 Data entered into ACRES is available to any requesting party 
through FOIA 

 Results are frequently reported to Congress 

 Incomplete or inaccurate data negatively skews the data set 

 Critical PO review will improve data quality 

 Audit trail 
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 What is the Q/A process? 

 The ACRES workflow is a series of actions and states that your data must 
pass through before being completed 

 The status of a data indicates where it is in the workflow 
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ACRES Workflow 

Data 
available for 

reporting 

PO enters 
leveraged funding 
and/or associates 
property records  

EPA Headquarters 
reviews and 

approves the data 
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 Data Organization in ACRES 

 Each Cooperative Agreement is one record in ACRES 

 A single property may be associated with more than one grant 

 Many assessments/cleanups have happened in AWP project 
areas, so these connections need to be reflected

 Provides visual overview of 

all CAs in your region; can 
sort to view just AWP 
grants for quick overview 

 Filters available to screen 
by status (opened/closed) 
and project officer  

 Displays accomplishment 
numbers, jobs leveraged 
and dollars leveraged, 
acres RfR, etc. for each CA 

 Provides a link to the CA 
Home page 

 Can be exported to Excel
